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Helter  Skelter  Author 
Speaks  At  Cumnock 


The  Prosecution  of  Charles 
Manson  and  his  Family  took  place 
almost  seven  years  ago.  Yet  Cum¬ 
nock  Hall  was  filled  to  capacity  to 
hear  Vincent  Bugliosi  talk  about 
his  most  famous  case  and  book.  So 
many  of  us  came  probably  because 
Manson  and  his  Family  was  a  part 
of  those  radical  60s  in  which  we 
were  too  young  to  understand  or 
participate  in.  Bugliosi  brought  us 
back  to  the  days  when  only  college 
students  hated  Nixon,  and  the 
Beatles  were  still  together. 

Drugs,  race  riots,  Vietnam,  and 
the  entire  mood  of  the  younger 
generation  contributed  to  Man- 
son’s  power  over  the  family.  A 
family  which  consisted  of  former 
homecoming  queens,  girl  scouts, 
and  an  all-star  athlete.  This 
all-American  family  would  eventu¬ 
ally  murder  35  people  in  adulation 
of  their  leader. 

Bugliosi  went  into  great  detail 
concerning  the  influence  Manson 
had  over  his  family.  As  the  pros¬ 
ecuting  attorney.  Bugliosi  had  to 
prove  Manson  to  be  the  drive  be¬ 
hind  the  murders  committed  by 
the  family,  due  to  the  fact  that 
Manson  never  directly  murdered 
any  of  the  victims  . 

Manson  did  not  order  members 
of  his  family  to  kill  for  him,  they 
wanted  to.  They  believed  Manson 
to  be  Christ,  and  were  mesmerized 
by  his  influence  over  them.  Drugs 
played  a  major  role  in  Manson’s 
power  over  his  family.  While  on 
LSD,  Manson  would  remove  the 
deep  convictions  of  his  family 
making  them  believe  that  murder 
was  necessary.  And  night  after 
night  he  would  preach  to  his  fam¬ 
ily  at  Spawn  Ranch,  a  deserted 
movie  set,  about  Helter  Skelter — 
the  inevitable  war  between  blacks 
and  whites.  Manson  was  program¬ 
ing  his  family  to  feel  like  heroes 
who  would  destroy  the  symbols  of 
a  sick  society — namely  the  victims 
of  the  Manson  family  murders 
such  as  Sharon  Tate. 

To  his  family,  Manson  preached 
his  sick  conception  of  life.  A  con¬ 
ception  which  he  claims  was  com¬ 
municated  to  him  from  the  Beat¬ 
les.  Bugliosi  pointed  out  that  the 
“White  Album’’  released  by  the 
Beatles  in  1968  is  almost  tight¬ 
ening  in  how  it  relates  to  Manson 
and  his  family.  A  title  song  in  the 
album  is  “Helter  Skelter.”  Also 
the  songs  “Piggies”  and  “Black 
Bird”  refer  to  blacks  and  whites 
respectively.  In  the  song  “Piggies” 
the  Beatles  say  “the  piggies 
(whites)  need  a  damn  good 
wacking”  and  in  “Black  Bird” 
they  sing  “fix  your  wings  and  rise 
up  and  fly” — meaning  that  blacks 
should  start  a  war  with  whites.  Not 
by  coincidence  the  words  piggies 
and  helter  skelter  were  smeared  in 
blood  all  over  the  LaBianca  res¬ 
idence  where  Sharon  Tate  was 
murdered. 

The  most  frightening  coinci¬ 
dence  in  the  album  involves  the 
song  Revolution-9,  which  Manson 
argues  means  Revolution-9,  or  the 


Apocalypse  as  it  is  called  in  the  bi- 
ble.  The  Apocalypse  talks  of  five 

angels  who  become  four  as  the 
Beatles  did  also  after  one  member 
died  in  a  car  accident  early  in  their 
career.  Also  it  refers  to  locuses 
who  were  prophets  having  faces  of 
men  and  hair  of  women — ob- 
biously  matching  the  descriptions 
of  the  Beatles. 

And  lastly,  during  the  song 
“Revolution9,”  if  you  listen  close 
enough  you  can  hear  someone  yell¬ 
ing  “Charlie!  Charlie!”  Bugliosi 
feels  that  all  these  coincidences  are 
coincidences  only,  even  though  till 
this  day  the  Beatles  will  not  grant 
an  interview  concerning  the  Man- 
son  connections. 

Manson  and  his  family  did  re¬ 
ceive  life  sentences  for  their  mur¬ 
ders,  but  Bugliosi  feels  that  justice 
has  not  treated  these  criminals 
properly.  Bugliosi  places  some  of 
the  blame  of  Manson’s  destruction 
on  the  last  institution  he  was  in¬ 
carcerated  in.  When  leaving  the 
prison,  Manson  pleaded  with  the 
wardens  not  to  send  him  out  to  the 
real  world.  He  felt  that  prison  was 
his  home.  If  the  officials  had  heed¬ 
ed  his  pleas  and  kept  him  for 
psychiatric  observation  Bugliosi 
feels  that  the  lives  of  thirty-five 
people  could  have  been  saved. 
Also  he  stated  that  he  felt  that  the 
prisons  that  many  of  the  young 
girls  who  committed  most  of  the 
murders  were  too  luxurious  for 
them. — “For  sending  people  to 
their  graves,  they  now  live  in  state 
financed  cottages  complete  with 
tennis  courts.” 

At  the  end  of  his  lecture, 
Bugliosi  answered  numerous  ques¬ 
tions  from  the  audience,  a  few 
were: 

Do  you  think  the  Family  would 
have  committed  these  murders 
without  the  influence  of  Manson?

Bugliosi: 

None  of  the  tragedy  would  have 

occurred  ®rri*xn  tbe  rri*  me  of 

Manson.  Bui  the  hostility  m  these 
people  was  present.  Just  by  the 
multiplicity  of  stab  wounds  in  the 
victims  exemplifies  their  eagerness 
to  kill.  Manson  was  a  catalyst  to 
their  animosity. 

Was  Squeaky  Fromme’s  at¬ 
tempt  on  former  President  Ford  a 
Manson  related  plot? 

Bugliosi: 

Definitely  not.  All  mail  to  and 
from  Manson  was  censored.  He  no 
longer  can  have  that  strong  control 
over  his  family  members  he  once 
had.  But  there  is  a  strong  pos¬ 
sibility  that  Squeaky  did  attempt 
the  assassination  to  please  Man- 
son. 

Bugliosi  was  an  excellent  speak¬ 
er,  but  what  impressed  the 
audience  most  of  all  was  his 
graciousness  during  another  of  our 
frequent  bomb  scares.  His  com¬ 
posure  while  talking  to  the  crowds 
of  students  on  the  lawn  of  Cum¬ 
nock  Hall  during  the  evacuation  of 
the  building  should  be  com¬ 
mended.

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Judgement  Time 
Is  Here 

On  October  17  and  18,  a  committee  will  be  at  the  University  to  study 
the  academic  standing  of  the  school  and,  subsequently,  present  a 
recommendation  to  the  New  England  Association  Reaccreditation 
Team,  stating  whether  or  not  we  will  be  accredited.  Undeniably,  in  the 
mildest  sense,  the  future  of  each  of  us  and  the  worth  of  our  degrees  are 
at  stake. 

What  does  accreditation  mean  to  us?  For  anyone  expecting  a  degree 
from  the  University  of  Lowell,  the  recommendation  this  Committee 
makes  will  be  crucial.  In  order  to  apply  for  and  get  a  job,  proudly  and 
confidently  relying  on  the  Bachelor’s  degree  one  has  worked  hard  for, 
or  to  expect  admittance  to  a  decent  school  for  graduate  studies,  one 
must  obtain  that  Bachelor’s  degree  from  a  competent,  accredited  col¬ 
lege.  The  acceptable  quality  of  education  in  today’s  society  comes  from 
an  accredited  school.  Our  futures,  therefore,  depend  on  the  Team’s  de¬ 
cision. 

Whether  we’ve  worked  one,  two,  or  three  years  to  get  where  we  are, 
or  whether  we  have  just  started  our  studies,  we  have  all  already  invested 
too  much  in  the  school  to  see  it  rendered  incompetent.  Some  of  us  have 
seen  the  University  transformed  from  a  concept  to  a  reality,  and  were 
part  of  the  fine  parent  schools  which  fused  into  UL.  Others  can  boast 
of  being  the  first  freshmen  to  walk  through  the  doors  of  ULowell.  Most 
of  us  were  an  actual  part  of  the  rapid  transition  that  followed  the  mer¬ 
ger.  But  all  of  us  now  look  to  a  common  goal — graduation  and  receipt 
of  a  degree  representing  a  high  quality  and  hard-earned  education. 

Will  the  promises  of  the  University’s  founders  be  kept — those 
promises  that  the  University  of  Lowell  will  be  as  good,  or  better  than, 
the  two  schools  from  which  it  came?  The  crucial  time  is  here.  There  is 
little  the  students  can  do  to  change  those  problems  the  Accreditation 
Team  will  be  looking  for— i.e.,  whether  we  have  enough  books  in  our 
library,  and  whether  the  present  number  of  faculty  can  educate  us  ef¬ 
fectively.  Most  of  that  responsibility  rests  with  the  State,  the  source  of 
our  funding,  and  the  Administration, of  this  school,  whose  responsibil¬ 
ity  to  the  students  is  to  achieve  these  ends. 

Will  the  University  of  Lowell  measure  up  to  the  demands  of  modern 
education?  Tune  in  October  24  and  see.

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Linen  Service 


If  you’re  tired  of  unfitted  sheets 
wandering  off  your  beds  at  night, 
sheets  that  don’t  reach  from  one 
end  of  the  bed  to  the  other,  towels 
that  come  in  all  shapes  and  sizes, 
and  having  to  wait  for  the  exact 
hour  you  can  exchange  your 
linens,  and  you  would  like  to  re¬ 
turn  the  linens  and  get  a  refund, 
you’re  in  for  a  real  hassle. 

Last  year  at  this  time  I  was  a 
freshman,  I  thought  I  could  save 
studying  time  by  subscribing  to  the 
linen  service.  It  turned  out  that  the 
linen  service  was  more  of  a 
hindrance  than  a  help.  So  I 
returned  my  linens  and  called  the 
company  involved,  Basbanes  Lin¬ 
en  Supply.  I  was  insulted  and  call¬ 
ed  a  “thief,’  just  for  asking  for  my 
refund.  I  was  also  told  I  could, 
“burn  down  the  Basbanes  com¬ 
pany”  but  would  not  get  back  my 
refund.”  I  then  consulted  Mrs. 
Basbanes  and  adked  her  for  my  re¬ 
fund  and  informed  her  of  my  in¬ 


tent  to  take  the  company  to  court 
over  the  matter. 

January  31,  1977  I  went  to  Low¬ 
ell  District  Court.  I  stated  my  case 
and  Mr.  Basbanes’  son,  an  At- 
torney-at-Law  in  both  Mass,  and 
N.H.,  stated  his  case.  In  his  case 
he  mentioned  a  piece  of  informa¬ 
tion  that  was  not  true  and,  I  think, 
kept  me  from  getting  my  full  re¬ 
fund.  Mr.  Basbanes  stated  that  if 
his  company  had  put  out  their  own 
contract  and/or  information  he 
would  have  stated  the  non-re- 
fundability  of  the  agreement.  This 
year  Basbanes  Linen  Supply  in¬ 
cluded  a  full  page  letter  along  with 
its  contract  and  did  not  state  any¬ 
thing  about  refunds.  The  judge 
took  into  consideration  that  the 
contract  said  nothing  in  either  di¬ 
rection  of  the  refund  situation  and 
Mr.  Basbanes’  statement  that  his 
company  did  not  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  state  that  the  service  was 
non-refundable.  I  was  awarded 


half  of  the  refund  which  was  $25 
instead  of  $50. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  linen  ser¬ 
vice  likes  the  unknown  and 
dabbling  in  it.  It  also  seems  to  me 
that  it  is  quite  distressing  for  a  new 
student  to  have  to  put  up  with  a  lo¬ 
cal  business  that  deals  so  crudely. 
The  next  time  this  company’s  con¬ 
tract  comes  up  for  renewal,  they 
should  be  questioned  on  their  will¬ 
ingness  to  serve  this  school  and  its 
students.

Sometime  this  semester,  if  they 
haven’t  already  done  so,  the 
Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Com¬ 
mission  will  pay  a  visit  to  the 
Rathskellar  to  make  sure  there  are 
no  license  violations.  This  is  not 
uncommon,  especially  when  a  new 
manager  takes  over.  So  what? 
Keep  reading. 

The  Rathskellar  license  is  a  club 
license  that  entitles  them  to  serve 
club  members  and  their  guests 
only.  All  ULowell  students  are 
members  by  virtue  of  their  student 
I.  D.  cards,  not  meal  cards  or 
anything  else.  Please  do  not  let 
anyone  use  your  I.  D.  or  meal 
ticket  in  the  Rathskellar,  or  at  any 
activity  on  campus.  Any  false 
identification  must  be  confiscated, 
and  the  Student  Affairs  Office 
intends  to  hold  these,  along  with 
I.D.’s  taken  for  other  reasons,  for 
30  days  up  to  a  semester! 

The  license  also  prohibits  any¬ 
one  from  bringing  cans  or  bottles 
of  liquor  into  the  Rat,  and  taking 


drinks  out  from  the  Rat.  This 
restriction  must  be  enforced.  The 
Rathskellar  taps  more  kegs  than 
all  the  places  in  the  City  of  Lowell, 
so  the  A.  B.  C.  knows  we’re  here. 
And  because  the  Rathskellar 
wants  to  stay  open,  they  have  to 
impose  these,  and  other  restric¬ 
tions,  like  any  other  licensed 
business. 

What  it  all  adds  up  to  is  this: 


The  Rat  may  not  look  like  or 
operate  like  any  other  bar,  but  it 
answers  to  the  same  authority. 
Any  restrictions  the  Rathskellar 
has,  upon  its  service  or  its  service 
or  its  customers,  are  required  by 
the  Commission.  It’s  not  being 
hard-assed,  it’s  just  being  sensible. 
The  Rathskellar  will  appreciate 
your  understanding  and  coopera¬ 
tion.  — J.  B.

I  suppose  you’re  wondering 
when  I’m  going  to  give  it  all  up, 
and  stop  pretending  to  be  a 
“writer.”  The  answer  is  simple. 
When  the  people  who  publish  this 
fish  wrapper  stop  giving  me  space 
to  waste.  Then  I  will  be  on  my  way, 
never  to  bother  you  again.  As  for 
now,  you’re  not  so  lucky. 

First,  I’d  like  to  elaborate  on 
last  week’s  review  of  Jaberwocky.  I 
really  shouldn’t  be  so  judgemental 
on  what’s  funny.  I’m  sure  there  are 
people  who  think  urinating  on 
somebody  makes  a  great  sight  gag. 
This  happens  several  times  to  the 


main  character  during  the  movie. 
Perhaps  this  is  supposed  to  be 
symbolic  of  something,  and  then 
could  be  justified.

satires  of  a  movie  that  had  long 
ago  sold  out  to  TV.  No  one  will 
have  the  insanity  to  do  the  picture 
again.  Funny  thing  that  March  Or 
Die  came  out  at  the  same  time, 
and  disappeared.  After  Feldman’s 
antics,  the  entertainment  world 
couldn’t  take  anything  about  the 
French  Foreign  Legion  seriously. 
Michael  York  plays  Beau  Geste, 
and  it’s  the  first  time  I’ve  seen  his 
type  cast  put  to  good  use.  His 
character  is  that  do-no-wrong  hero 
who  shits  chocolate  ice  cream. 
Marty  Feldman  plays  his  twin 
brother,  and  his  name  is  Digby. 


We  see  them  go  from  childhood  in 
an  orphanage,  to  being  adopted 
into  the  very  rich  Geste  family.  We 
see  the  young  Beau  in  the 
orphanage  play  yard  beating  up 
about  ten  other  kids  at  the  same 
time.  Watching  him,  Mr.  Geste 
decides  that  this  is  the  boy  that 
should  carry  the  family  name  on. 
He  only  wants  one,  but  the  set 
can’t  be  broken  up,  and  we  meet 
Digby,  who  has  to  be  dug  out  of 
the  mud.  I  don’t  know  where  they 
got  this  kid,  but  he  sure  looks  like 
Feldman.  Other  characters  are 
Henry  Gibson  who  plays  the 


Legion  Lieutenant,  and  Anne 
Margaret,  who  plays  Mr.  Geste’s 
fortune  hunting  second  wife. 
Fortunately  she  seems  to  be  only 
an  ornament  and  doesn’t  have 
much  of  a  chance  to  turn  in  a  bad 
performance.  The  music  is  mostly 
march  time  with  lyrics  like  “we’ll 
bust  our  balls  for  France,”  which 
is  a  modest  example  by  any 
means. 

This  movie  won’t  be  done  again, 
so  go  see  it.  It’s  touring  the 
suburban  theaters,  and  is  a 
worthwhile  bargain.

The  ULowell  football  team 
provided  all  the  sunshine  neces¬ 
sary  on  an  otherwise  drab  after¬ 
noon  with  an  impressive  27-0 
shutout  over  Stonehill  College, 
Saturday,  September  25th. 

Neil  Murphy  carried  the  open¬ 
ing  kickoff  to  midfield,  where  the 
Chiefs  marched  to  what  proved  to 
be  the  only  points  they  needed  for 
the  victory.  Two  Tipper  Durkin- 
to-Pat  Welch  passes  brought  the 
Chiefs  to  the  Stonehill  18  yard 
line,  and  the  backfield  duo  of 
Terry  Coleman  and  Ken  Gauthier 
took  the  Chiefs  the  rest  of  the  way 
with  Coleman  getting  the  score 
four  plays  later. 

A  stubborn  Lowell  defense  gave 
Durkin  and  Co.  the  ball  again 
thanks  to  a  Bill  Florence  intercep¬ 
tion.  With  Coleman,  Ken  Gau¬ 
thier  and  Rick  Mackey  alternating 
carries,  the  Lowell  offense  drove 


downfield  for  their  second  score. 
Terry  Coleman  gave  the  Chiefs  the 
six  points  with  his  second  score. 

Stonehill  was  forced  to  punt 
from  deep  in  their  own  end  giving 
the  Chiefs  the  ball  on  the  50  yard 
line  with  three  minutes  left  in  the 
quarter.  Quarterback  Durkin 
wasted  no  time  in  firing  a  50  yard 
pass  to  receiver  Pat  Welch  who 
tipped,  bobbled,  and  finally 
snared  the  ball  before  outracing 
two  Stonehill  defenders  for  the 
score.  Stonehill  soon  found  them¬ 
selves  at  the  short  end  of  a  20-0 
halftime  score;  a  deficit  they  would 
never  be  able  to  overcome. 

Taking  the  second  half  kickoff, 
Stonehill  could  generate  little 
offense  against  a  tough  Lowell 
squad.  After  a  Stonehill  punt  early 
in  the  third  quarter,  the  Chiefs 
rolled  to  their  fourth  touchdown 
five  plays  later.  Chief  “workhorse” 


Terry  Coleman  scored  his  third 
touchdown  of  the  day  to  runthe 
score  to  27-0. 

The  ULowell  defensive  team 
shut  off  Stonehill  the  rest  of  the 
way  in  recording  their  first  shutout 
of  the  season.  On  the  day,  the 
Warriors  gained  only  140  yards  on 
offense  and  never  penetrated 
deeper  than  the  Chief  35  yard  line. 
The  Lowell  offense,  meanwhile, 
piled  up  407  yards  for  the  game. 
One  hundred  seven  of  those  yards 
belonged  to  Terry  Coleman,  who 
carried  18  times.  Ken  Gauthier 
and  Rick  Mackay  also  chipped  in 
with  75  and  69  yards,  respectively. 

Next  Saturday  the  Chiefs  travel 
to  Hartford  to  take  on  the  tough 
University  of  Hartford  team, 
hoping  to  improve  their  #4  ranking 
in  the  nation.
